To add to thr" anomaly, tho 


senate 
is a continuing body, and tho 


same 
president calls it to order; 
but 


each successive house begins do novo, and 
every official must bo re-elected or reap- 
pointed, from speaker to doorkeepers and 
pages. Then tho clerk, who necessarily holds 
over to make up tho roll of tho new congress, 
is the principal organizing officer; but as al- 
most every congress contains a large major- 
ity of old members, and nearly all the now 
ones have lind experience in th^ir state legis- 
latures, they very soon toko tho thing out of 
tho clerk's hands. That official has no dis- 
cretionary powers. If a man comes with tho 
certificate of his state that he received a 
majority of tho votes, the clerk must put 
him on the roll, though another man bring 
conclusive proof that the vote- was fraudu- 
lent. 
Tho first man becomes the "sitting 


member," and draws his pay, though every 
other member may havo decided to vote him 
out; tho claimant Is the "contesting mem- 
ber,11 and has all tho disadvantages of on out- 
sider; but for many years past congress has 
voted full. pay to successful contestants, 
though admitted oa the last day of that con- 
gress. 
By this beautiful! -^arrangement it 


often happens that two mea-draw pay for the

Only once haa a clerk dared to exceed pure- 


ly ministerial duties. That was in the mem- 
orable December of 18S9, when tho clerk de- 
cided that tho certificates of certain members 
of New Jersey were irregular, and would not 
complete the calling of the roll till his claim 
was admitted; nor would he put a motion of- 
fered by any member. There was a national 
legislative body at the mercy of a mere min- 
isterial officer, when tho venerable John 
Quincy Adams solved tho problem by a mo- 
tion to choose other officials and proceed, and 
standing on his chair, put the motion him- 
self. It was carried unanimously, and a 
good precedent established. The office of 
speaker is ono of steadily increasing import 
ance, though it has always been one of high 
honor—one held by men the most eminent in 
the nation's history. The names of Jonathan 
Trumbull, Honry Clay and Schuyler Colfai 
nt once- suggest Uiemselves as occupants of 
tho speaker's chair during throe momentous 
periods in our history; and tho respective- 
friends of thoso two gentlemen claim that 
James O. Blaino and John G. Carlisle toko 
raut oa able presiding officers with either of 
tho previous three. Clay was speaker through 
two terms (1809-13), then yielded for one term 
to Langdon Choves, of South Carolina, but 
returned to tho choir for the three terms of 


1815-31, less a few 
months' of tho lost.

When WQ consider the hot fight of 1840 


and tho prolonged struggle of 1855-C, wo 
should naturally conclude that tho opening 
of tho first congress was tho beginning of a 
battle royal. In fact, there was almost no 
contest, and it was only with difficulty that 
tho now legislative body was got together at 


all. 
Rhode Island and North Carolina were 


not yet members of tho National Union, and 
wore, of course, unrepresented; and in sev- 
eral other states tho constitution had been 
bartJy squeezed through tho ratifying con- 
venifions by very small majorities. Tho now 
go\Tbrnraent was feared quite as much as it 
tvfcS loved; there was such dread-that tho 
rights of tho.states would bo overborne that 
in all tho doubting districts tho pooplo took 
care to elect extreme anti-Federalists, and 
these gentlemen, having littlo faith in tho 
new order, wore naturally slow in ^citing to 
congress, and, contrary to c.11 recent experi- 
ence, did not particularly care whether they 
gut there at all! 


It is amusing to learn that iu after years, 


when t'lo now government was an undoubted 


success, several who ar- 
rived lato were particu- 
lar in having it recorded 
that they did so on ac- 
count of "uatl roads."

And this brings us to tho most curious fact 


about this office—its limited geographical 
range. Twenty-four of the present states 
have never furnished a speaker, and more 
than half of tho other fourteen have had but 
little of tho office, so that tho honor has been 
almost confined to seven states. Kentucky 
leads all others by a long distance, having 
furnished 
tho speakers for twelve full 


terms, 
with 
a 
good 
prospect 
ahead; 


while the great state of New York has 
had but ono full term and two small frac- 
tious. Virginia is second, with seven full 
terms, and Massachusetts noxt with five. 
Indiana barely foil short of five by tho un- 
timely death of the lamented Michael C. 
Kerr in the recess of 1875, which gavo Penn- 
sylvania a fraction over four. 
Ohio, tho 


third state in the Union, and in popular esti- 
mation tho home of -the ambitious, has had 
but ono term; Connecticut but one, and 
Maine three. Georgia has also furnished but 
one, but ho was a "hustler," tho noted Howell 
Cobb, and won high honors daring tho 
memorable session of 1849-51, when tho 
country was again and again on the verge 
of dissolution because of the exciting slavery 
issue. All tho region west of the Mississippi 
has not furnished one; and only ono speaker, 
James K. Polk, has ever reached tho presi- 
dency. Of course speakers pro tern, are not 
included in this summary. 


ANOTHER BIG BRIDGE. 


Tlio Strnctnro Lately Erected Across tbo 


Mississippi at Dabaqao, la. 


Dubuquo, la,, now boasts oS tho finest 


common road bridge over the Mississippi, 
and tho only one passable for carriages be- 
tween St Paul and Davenport. It is also 
the only bridgo above St Louis under which 
tho largest steamers can pass without a draw, 
and tho center of the main span is fifty-five 
feet cbovo tho highest flood level of the 
Mississippi. 
It unites Dubuquo with the rich 


regions of northwestern Illinois and south- 
western Wisconsin, and an equally interest- 
bag fact is tho rapidity with which the struc- 
ture was provided for and completed. In 
tho spring of 1880 n canvassing committee 
began its work in Dubuque, and soon secured 
subscriptions to the amount of $80,000 for a 
pontoon bridge. When tho contractor in- 
spected tho plans he argued tho abandon- 
ment of tho pontoon plan so as to take ad- 
vantago of tho high bluffs at that point by 
constructing a high bridge without a draw. 
This idea was adopted, the monijy was raised, 
tho first pile driven Sept 7, 1880, and tho 
bridgo was ready for the public in November 
of tbis year, at a cost of £128,000. 


This structure is worthy of study as a 


great success i n engineering. 
Tho channel 


span is a cantilever, SC3 feet in length, with 
tho center but 5 feet above each end; there 
are four spans of 205 feet each and ono of &4B 
feet; tho length of the main bridgo Is 1,700 
feet aud of the approaches 1,040, and tho 
structure of iron rests on seven immense 
piers. It is but 75 feet from tho railroad 
bridge, and so much higher that the end of 
tho draw on the latter swings under the great 
cantilever span. Seen from below tho bridge 
appears an airy structure floating In space; 
but on close examination it is found to be ex- 
tremely substantial, and has been approved 
by every engineer who has inspected it 
All 


tho material was thoroughly tested before be- 
toff pnfc/inl ;Tbe approach on the east side 
contains two iron Bpans ot.l£0-&ot each, serv- 
ing as vladncts over the Illinois Central and 
Chicago,' Burlington and Northern raflroads. 
'It is ta bo operated as a toU bridge.
